Exertion. Woman Physician Braved 
Dangers to Effect Rescife.

The story of the sufferings of Molly 
Ellis, 
youthful 
daughter 
of 
the 


British commander at Kohat, while 
in the hands of Afridi tribesmen aft- 
er she had seen them kill her mother 
in the early morning of April 14, is 
told in 
dispatches from 
Peshawar, 


where she is resting under the care 
of her father and Mrs. Stair, the 
woman 
physician, 
who 
played 
a 


large part in her rescue. 


After 
their murderous 
raid, the 


abductors fled' to the 
hills above 


Kohat, 
half driving, 
half carrying 


their 
captive up the steep rocky 


paths. Throughout the next day she 
could see -the searchers 
passing in 


automobiles 
below her. 
Her 
only 


protection 
from the severe 
cold of 


the hills was a coat belonging to the 
Afridi named 
Shanhazada, the man 


who killed her mother. 


The next four days were a night- 


mare of alternate traveling and hid- 
ing, with the girl in an 
ever-grow- 


ing- state of exhaustion from 
her 


physical 
efforts and the apparently 


hopeless 
outlook. 
Her feet 
were 


lacerated from 
tramping 
over the 


stone tracks, and once in the course 
of the terrible journey she fell faint- 
ing- at 
the top of a snow-covered 


mountain 
pa^s, at which Shahazada 


lost patience and drew his dagger to 
kill her, 
being 
restrained only by 


his companions. 


After six days of traveling, thej 


reached her captors' home in the Ti- 
rah 
country.

Six Days of Travel a Nightmare of 
Exertion. Woman Physician Braved 
Dangers to Effect Rescue. 


Simla, 
British India, 
April 27.— 
The story of the sufferings of Molly 
Ellis, 
youthful 
daughter 
of 
the 
British commander at Kohat, 
while 
in the hands of Afridi tribesmen aft- 
er she had seen them kill her mother 
i in the early morning of April 14, is 
told in 
dispatches from 
Peshawar, 
where she is resting under the care 
of her 
father and 
Mrs. Starr, the 
woman 
physician, 
who 
played 
a 
large part in her rescue. 
After 
their murderous 
raid, the 
abductors 
fled’ to the 
hills 
above 
Kohat, 
half driving, 
half carrying 
i their 
captive up 
the 
steep 
rocky 
i paths. 
Throughout the next day she 
could see 
the searchers 
passing in 
automobiles 
below her. 
Her 
only 
protection 
from the severe 
cold of 
the hills was a coat belonging to the 
Afridi named 
Shanhazada, the man 
who killed her mother. 
The next four days were a night­ 
mare of alternate traveling and hid- 
i ing, with the girl in an 
ever-grow­ 
ing 
state of exhaustion 
from 
her 
i physical 
efforts anil the apparently 
j hopeless 
outlook. 
Her feet 
were 
; lacerated from 
tramping 
over the 
. stone tracks, and once in the course 
I of the terrible journey she fell faint- 
i ing at 
the top 
of a 
snow-covered 
mountain 
pa^s, at which Shahazada 
lost patience and drew his dagger to 
kill her, 
tieing 
restrained only by 
his companions. 
After six days of 
traveling, they 
• reached her captors’ home in the Ti- 
• rah 
country. 
Meanwhile, a search 
by friendly tribesmen was in prog- 
I less, 
under 
the 
direction of 
Kuli 
i Khan, a 
native official, 
who on the 
‘ 20th 
reached 
Kanki 
Bazaar, 
the 
home of a 
famous and 
influential 
Mullah, or 
Mohammedan 
religious 
leader, named Hahird Akhuhudzeda, 
where, after 
much pressure, he as­ 
certained that the 
captive was held 
in a mountain stronghold eight miles 
away.

Kuli Khan managed to have eon- 
j veyod to the girl a parcel of 
com­ 
forts and a letter of encouragement. 
And in return learned that 
she was 
being 
treated 
reasonable 
by

women of the tribesmen. 
Mrs. Starr at that time was near 
Kanki Bazaar under a native escort, 
having arrived after adventures that 
.seemed to threaten her mission with 
failure.

Mullah, 
apparently 
fearing trouble, sent a letter to her 
party, ordering them to turn 
back. 
The 
letter was 
ignored, and 
the 
party reached Kanki. 
I 
Shortly afterward, Kuli 
Khan in- 
i duced the Mullah to bring about the 
j transfer of 
the captive girl 
to the 
! Mullah's house, where she eventual- 
] ly was taken, being carried over the 
shoulder of 
one of the 
tribesmen. 
The 
meeting between 
the girl and 
Mrs. Starr was a joyful one, but the 
danger 
was not

menacingly,
